XYLOGRAPHY. 

17540 Block-Printing.at the beginning of the 15th century. 

EIN VORREDE DAS PUCH HAIST WOCHENLICH 
ANDACHT ZU SELIGKAYT DER WELTLICHEN 
MENSCIIEN, folio, 69 Engravings either from wood or 
metal, twelve of which hear inscriptions, all representing 
scenes of Christian mythology, figures of patriarchs, saints, 
devils, and other dignitaries of the church, all coloured, and 
illuminated with oxydized gold, impressed in the midst of a 
Manuscript text in German which occupies 17 leaves of 
coarse Vellum, in the original oak hoards covered with 
hogskin, from the Culeman collection, £650.

UNIQUE} there being in no collection, public or private, so far as diligent 
research has been able to ascertain, such another volume as the above. There are 
iu the British Museum a series of similar but later engravings, cut out from the 
book which originally contained them ; a fragment of the same character existed in 
the Weigel collection ; and the Gazette des Beaxuc Arts (in 1869 ?) described a MS. 
dated 1406, which contained two engravings (ala manure cribUe). Bnt here are 
nearly seventy, not fragmentary specimens, and not mere “ cuttings,” but a complete 
aeries of ante-typographic engravings enclosed like gems in their original setting— 
the pages of the coarse MS. in which they were stamped probably naif a century 
before the production of the first specimens of the genuine Art of Printing. 

It is well known that there were even in the fourteenth century regular en¬ 
gravers of initial letters for the embellishment of MSS. amongst the monasteries of 
Southern Germany, bnt there is a wide difference between snch work and the printing 
of a series of engravings bearing in many instances what arc usually called Xylo- 
graphic legends. But even the former fact—for which see Pnssavant—although 
** well-known,” has not entered into the consciousness of many people who ought to 
be familiar with it. The conception of Printing by moveable types was no doubt 
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effected in the brain of G utenberg by the accouplement of the older art of Initial' 
engraving with the contemporary one of Xylography. 

Until another such article as the volume now under description is met with, 
the existence of which is by no means impossible, either forgotten in an oubliette 
of some great library, or lost in the lumber-room of a mined monastery, the 
“ Wochentlicbk Andacht” must remain a for more remarkable monument of 
the art which it illustrates than any of the great Block-Books or the famous 
Speculum humanoc salvationis. 

The printing of the designs was evidently done before the two scribes com¬ 
menced their divided labour upon the pious work of Weekly Meditations. Tliey 
are not all of equal size, but are generally about 3 inches in length by 2} in breadth, 
impressed upon the left of the page, and enclosed by a double border of black lines, 
to which the regularly indented lines of the MS. form an additional framework. 

The first is the smallest of all. It stands at the head of the preface, and repre¬ 
sents St. Jerome and the Lion. A closely similar engraving, but on a much larger 
scale, more complete, and reversed, is reproduced by Weigel (No. 24) as a work 
executed about 1430-1450. The third, which depicts the expulsion of Adam and 
Eve from Paradise, resembles, with a little difference, No. 99, described in the 0*1- 
lectio Weigeliana, attributed there to 1440-50, but is evidently more ancient Tbe 
eighth is a representation of the angel Gabriel's Annunciation to the Virgin, and « 
clearly from the same original as the two prints. Nos. 18 and 81 of Weigel’s collec¬ 
tion, which are, however, much larger and more elaborate. In the scroll which 
bears the words aue grd plena do’ the letter g is turned the wrong way, shewing that 
the engraver was not yet completely accustomed to the reversal of the legend upon 
the block. The first of Weigel’s two designs was described as one “ wekher die 
Verkiindigung beinahe ganz in derselben Weise darstcllt wie sie der anf dem zwriten 
Einband-Deckel der Laus Virginia von 1417 enthaltene Spencer’sche Hobschnitt 
wiedergibt.” This shews that an engraving beinahe like Weigel's, and conseqaeDtJy 
like No. 8 of tho Andacht, exists of an earlier date than 1417. It may be tbeame 
as the latter. No. 9, the subject of which is the Birth of Christ, contains the «n* 
design as No. 17 of Weigel (attributed to 1415-25), but the latter is rerosed 
and more finished. No. 20, Christ before Pilate, is of a similar type to No. 24J of 
Weigel, but the costume of the figure is considerably older. No. 31, the Escutcheon 
or Symbols of Christ,—a very curious design—is similar to No. 45 of Weigel The 
awkward way in which i. n. r. i. arc engraved on the head of the cron, shewing that 
the engraver had not yet mastered the necessity of the inversive process, points out 
that No. 31 of the Andacht was executed quite as far back as the beginning of 
the fifteenth century. No. 36 is very closely similar to Weigel’s 32 and 82. WegeTi 
No. 44 b. and 98 seem to resemble Nos. 38 and 40 of the Andacht. They tie, the 
Holy Ghost descending on the Apostles, and the meeting of tbe Virgin sad S. 
Elizabeth. The same comparison may be made between Na 45, Christ on the 
Cross, and Weigel’s No. 8 and 16, which he attributes to 1350 and 1380. 

The language of the MS. has a special character of its own : it is old High 
German. The word signifying Apostle is Unpot, which does not seem to be used 
any where else. In the names of the week-days, Eritag means Tuesday, and 
Pfintztag Thursday, both words being relics of ancient heathen Germany. The 
word Offenbarung is spelled Offenaurung; ewenpild is given for ebenbdd; y i*ned 
for ti, u for i, sic invariably for schw, at for ei ; the umlaut is never marked over the 
altered vowels by the original writer, although a later hand has added the ajp mj 
most places. In many other ways the volume is linguistically curious; white aaj 
amusing specimen of monkish feeling is shewn by the red ink line which the rubri-j 
cator has struck through the words “ un pit Got fur alle mein feind.” |

Corser’s library, £550. circ. 1420 

First known edition of this celebrated Blockbook. Its priority to all the other 
editions (of which there are some five or six) is sufficiently proved by the manner in 
which it is printed from the blocks—that is, on the second and foorth pages of each 
sheet,—an arrangement so extremely awkward that it can only have been the work¬ 
man’s first attempt. In the other editions we find the practical effects of experience 
in the improved method of impression, by which the two inner pages of each sheet 
were printed at once. Another test of priority is the defectiveness or incorrectness 
of the text, many words and letters of which are altered in the subsequent editions. 
Some of the instances will be found conclusive in this respect, from peculiar circum¬ 
stances of mistake or omission. It might be necessary lo dwell upon this subject, 
notwithstanding the agreement that subsists between such excellent authorities as 
Falkenstein, Heineke, Weigel, and Zestermann, because of an opinion dogmatically 
set forth in the Principia Typographic that the Corser Apocalypse was a copy of 
the fifth edition. The Principia Typographic is a scarce ana fine work, with nume¬ 
rous illustrations of great fidelity and value; but unfortunately the text was written 
by an old gentleman, who, however well-meaning and couscientions, was yet a mere 
pretender to knowledge. The discriminate study of authorities is usually considered 
necessary for 6uch a work as his, but Mr. Sotheby’s linguistic acquirements 6eera to 
have been extremely scanty. He frequently attributes a meaning contrary to the 
true one, to the most ordinary French idioms, while Latin and German were to him 
as Hebrew ;—yet what can the historian of early Printing be, without a good know¬ 
ledge of those three languages ? 

In all the later editions of the Apocalypse, it is noticeable how inferior 
the artistic labour is to that of the first. The variations that took place, as 
each new edition was issued, were not to the advantage of the engraving,—the 
typographical arrangement and appliances being improved at the expense of the 
design. It has been wisely remarked by Heineken that rudeness and want of form 
are by no means tests of the greater or less antiquity of such productions ; and in 
fact, books of prints were subject at that period to die very same influences which 
Affect our fine art works at the present day. The first edition is always the best, 
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being carefully designed and well executed ; it becomes popular at once, and the 
demand created causes the reproduction of inferior copies. The first edition of the 
Apocalypse is very much superior to the others, in spirit and boldness of desipi: 
some of the cuts beiug real works of art as compared with the weak and pitiful 
drawing observable in the later editions. 

As for the text of the edition at present under notice, it contains numerous 
omissions and mistakes which appear corrected and supplied in the later editions; 
and even in the volume itself many of these errors have been corrected in contem¬ 
porary handwriting. I may specially draw attention to the words on the (Utb) 
leaf & which stood “ Et lauanit angelns ” and in which the second word has been 
altered to levauit. The word lauanit is particularly remarkable, because in all the 
descriptions of the various editions given by Sotheby and Heineken, it is correctly 
written levauit , and consequently the erroneous form is one of the tests of an anterior 
edition. Weigel only notices it in his single leaf; in his complete copy it is correctly 
printed. Also on leaf C (5) in the first inscription, upper left-hand comer, the 
word aperire has been altered in ink from apeuire , while it appears in its right form 
in the later editions. On leaf D (7) the word pertinet (as it appears correctly in 
other editions) is misprinted pert in en, in the left-hand inscription. On leaf 9, the 
word ortus fons appears in the right-hand corner, instead of orV soUs (sec Weigel, 
II. p. 84.) On leaf 15, Caude cquoru, in the central inscription, the word non has 
been corrected in MS. to noli as it appeal's everywhere else On leaf 17 (1) hie 
sedit is printed, instead of hie sedet as most of the others have it On leaf 21, 
ditnidin tempus, for dimidiu temporis. On leaf 3*2, in the lower left-hand inscrip¬ 
tion, iudeos lias been altered from nudeos. On the fourth leaf, in the lower part of 
the apostolical symbols, the ox is on the right, the lion on the left. This is altered 
in other editions. On the same leaf, there are only two figures kneeling behind the 
angel in the lower right-hand comer. On leaf 5, the eagle and lion are on the kft, 
the angel and ox on the right, in which position they also appear on the 9th leaf. 
This was changed in other editions. Only two trees appear lying down in the oppff 
illustration on leaf 11. On 19th leaf, the inscription begins, Et eect draco, Herndon 
lias emt. On l&if 26, in the lower inscription, there appears a mistake which gws 
far to prove the German origin of the book : the word agnus , as it is in other edi¬ 
tions, appears angnus , which truly represents the German pronunciation of the 
Latin word. On the 29th leaf, the words in dno have been added in MS. above the 
line, in the inscription “ Beati mortui oui moriutur. ,, They are not omitted in the 
later editions. The first words of the left-hand inscription on leaf 31 are St 
post hec ecce | aptu ; differently from the Vienna edition (Heineken, p. 343). 

The paper-mark is a bunch of grapes, rudely formed, in which we see an indi¬ 
cation that the volume was printed in Southern Germany. A similar maik appears 
on a leaf in Weigel’s possession, representing the Adoration of the three Kings, «np- 
posed to have been executed al>out 1425. 

The sequence and arrangement of the leaves remains to be noted* 
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The following letter of the late owner of this Apocalypse is interesting :— 

“ Sir,—Notwithstanding what you remark as to the binding of the Block Book 

* of the Apocalypse, which you purchased the other day, it is quite certain that it 
came from the’ sale of the Stowe Library ; there is a long description of the 

“ book given in the Catalogue, occupying nearly a page. The Book is in such a 

* genuine and fair state, and is so perfect a specimen of that class of works, that 
** although you may have paid a large sum for it, I consider it worth the money, and 
“ that such another example is not likely to occar for sale again. 

“I ALWAT8 CONSIDERED IT THE GEM OF MY COLLECTION. You have bad 

“ the cream of my collection, and there are no more Caxtons or Block books to come. 
“ Shand Rectory , August 10, 1868. Thomas Corser.”

The above specimen of the Books printed from Wooden Blocks (which have 
excited so much controversy, as connected with the claim of Holland to the In¬ 
vention of Printing), is in the finest possible condition. The cuts are uncoloured and 
not pasted together as they generally are. 

On the first day of Inglia’ sale, the Speculum humance salvationis was sold, and 
secured by Mr. Quoritch. The last time it had appeared in the market was in 1867, 
when the copy with the Dutch text belonging to the eminent printers Enschede of 
Haarlem realised at auction a sum of 8250 florins, and was purchased by 
Mr. Quaritch. This extraordinary volume, half xylographic (or block-printed) and 
half typographic, has been identified by Messrs. Ottley, Sotheby, and others, as the 
first existing specimen of printing with moveable types. All the claims advanced 
by the Dutch school to the glory of having invented the Art of Printing, are founded 
upon the Speculum. With its rude Latin rhymes, and its coaise woodcut9, it has 
been for more than a hundred years the oriflamme and central object of a hot conflict, 
waged with partisan fury by all the critics and bibliographers of Europe, arrayed in 
two hostile divisions to support the honour of Germany and of Holland. The fact 
that Guttenberg was engaged in typographical labours at Mentz, about the year 
1450, is denied by none; but there are still many writers who hold that Lawrence 
Janson K os ter printed books in Haarlem thirty years earlier, and who point to 
the Speculum humanee Salvationis , as the work of that personage. After all, the 
Speculum is without dispute an extraordinary volume, and must rank as perhaps 
the only certainly Dutch Block-book in existence. The learned librarian of Cam¬ 
bridge has traced the history of the Speculum as nearly as possible to its origin ; but 
he finds no facts to carry the book further back than Utrecht (not Haarlem) before the 
years 1471-74. This is not satisfactorily definite, but at the very least it would 
entitle the Speculum to be considered as the first book printed in the Low 
Countries.

The five leaves of text contain each the same ten rude lines, which seem 
to read “ Wir streitcr Cristi wol uns schla’n Die weil wir fir uns den himel han Got 
schirme fir der wetir zu unser etir.” It is a manifest forgery of modem times.

One of the most remarkable books in existence, as being the first 
great effort of the Printing Press, (known as the Mazarine Bible, 
because the copy in the Mazarine Library possesses a MS. subscrip¬ 
tion by the illuminator which fixes the date of the book). A few small 
fragments of a grammatical treatise, called “ Donatus,” are in existence 
which are believed to have been executed earlier, as well as a Letter of 
Indulgence, by the same hand, and printed like the Bible with moveable 
types; but the magnificent work above described is beyond dispute the 
noblest monument that has been raised to commemorate the fame of 
Guttenberg, the great inventor of the Art of Printing. For we ought not 
to confound the older mechanical attempts to reproduce books, which are 
usually attributed to Xylography, and which might better be treats 
in tbe history of Engraving, w T ith the far superior art of Typography. 
to which we owe in greatest measure the destruction of that medi*vd 
philosophy which might have reduced European civilization to the 
level of Chinese; and the spread of liberal knowledge which made the 
Reformation possible. 
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Two sorts of copies of the Mazarine Bible are met with. The 
first is the issue by Guttenberg himself, probably in 1455, of which 
no copy on vellum is known, and the second is the issue made by 
Fust in or after 1456, when he had legally robbed the Inventor of his 
whole stock of types and copies. It is to this second issue that 
all the vellum copies (and also most of the paper copies) belong. 
The variation between the two issues is easily distinguished: in the 
second, or what we may call the vellum sort, the first five leaves, as 
well as one at the beginning of Maccabees, were reprinted so as to 
occupy, by the means of newly cut types of abbreviations, only fobty 
lines per column instead of fobty-two as in the original book. It is 
to be presumed that those leaves were spoiled in the transfer of the 
stock to Fust; the reason why he did not reprint them in exact con¬ 
formity cannot be ascertained. It might have been a vain desire to 
display fresh additions to the old type, which had been cast by 
Schoeffer for him after the severance from Guttenberg;—it might have 
been to make the Bible seem a different edition. Whatever was

No. 1. The Mazarine Bible, First Issue, by Guttenberg; and 
the one on vellum as— 

No. 2. The Mazarine Bible, Second and Altered Issue, by Fust 
and Schoeffer. 

We doubt if the copy above described can be rivalled by any other 
in existence, for condition and size. It fulfils every requirement of the 
most fastidious collector, being perfect, clean, and for the most part 
uncut, as well as containing a brilliant and fine impression of the 
text. Even the MS. memoranda of signatures, and numbers of chap* 
ters, still remain at foot and on the margins of the pages, being un¬ 
questionably in the handwriting of Guttenberg himself. 

The general remark of newspaper critics on the subject of the 
Perkin s’ sale has been an expression of wonder at the enormous price 
of the book on paper as compared with that on vellum ; but such 
conclusions can only be attributed to a defect either of knowledge or 
judgment. The facts stated above are sufficient in themselves to shew 
that the paper copy, in its singularly fine and perfect condition, was a 
far more valuable article than the copy on vellum, which wanted not 
only the two leaves that had been supplied in modern facsimile, but 
which was also defective, as stated in the preceding account of the 
two varying issues of the Bible.

Excessively rare, and interesting not only as the fourth volume printed with 
a date, but also as the production of Gutienberg’s new press, after Fust had seized Us 
former stock and “ plant,” and established the second Printing Office of the vorid. 
The undaunted Inventor began in age his ruined work anew, and four yean after 
the breaking-up of bis former office he printed the Catholicon. He was now sixty- 
three years old, but still went on with the study of his Art—the Columbus of 
Typography ; while his younger follower and rival Schbffer was carrying the | 
craft to perfection, and reaping its chief glory and benefit The Catholicon has 
frequently been attributed to Bechtermuntze, who printed later at Eltvil, but it 
would be absurd to conclude from the fact that the Vocabularius published by him 
in 1467 (the year of the death of Guttenberg, portion of whose stock of type had 
then come into the possession of his apprentice Bechtermuntze) is in the same cha¬ 
racter as the Mentz Catholicon of 1460, that it was not Guttenberg who printed the 
latter. The types are those of Guttenberg, and the book was printed in Mentz a 
1460, not by Schbffer ; consequently it is ridiculous to seek to assign the book to any 1 
other than the Inventor. Instead of arguing from the Vocabularius of 1467, (tie 
first year in which we hear of Bechtermuntze as an independent typographer.) to ibe 
Catholicon of 1460, the process of reasoning should be inverted; and die only 
natural deduction from the identity of types is that Bechtermuntze bad acqiired 
some of Guttcnberg’s plant, when he set up for himself. We know that there w » 
connexion between them, and that Guttenberg* s types and materials were dispersed in 
1467, after his death. Another feature of the Catholicon is the absence of the 
printer’s name, as is the case with all the books printed by Guttenberg. Instead of 
mentioning his name, with a flourish like that which appears in tiie colophons of 
Schbffer and others, he modestly attributed the glory to Mentz and the praise to 
God.

It has been considered by competent bibliographers that Reuwich of Utrecht 
w as only the engraver of the cuts, and that the real typographer of the book was 
Peter Schaffer, but there is no ambiguity in the statement in the colophon, which 
names the former as the printer. It is also said that the veritable author of the 
narrative was a monk named Martin Roth, but the account of the peregrination is a 
perfectly true one. Bernhard of Breitenbach, and the friends whom he names at the 
ix'ginning travelled from Oppenheim to Venice, and thence voyaged to the east in 
1483. The story of his journey will always be interesting: it is one of the fin* 
l>ooks of travel, and is the first itinerary ever printed ; it describes minutely the con¬ 
dition of the Holy Land, and the customs of the various races aud sects that inhabited 
it. Moreover, the alphabets and characters of different languages, including the 
Hebrew, Arabic, Synac, Ethiopic, etc. are given. In short, the work possesses 
value and interest for every kind of collector.

This precious volume was printed at Ulm about the year 1471. Panzer and 
Hain attribute it to the press of Johann Zainer, but other bibliographers are inclined 
to assign it as above to Hohenwang, the first printer of Ulm. (There is another 
issue without the name of the place, through which some confusion has been created.) 
It is, moreover, supposed to be the earliest book wherein the leaves were numbered. 
The edition is of extraordinary rarity, and a perfect copy, like the present, almost 
equals in scarcity the famous Italian original, printed hy Valdarfer also in 1471, 
which sold for £2260. in the Roxburghe sale. It is a curious fact that this hook 
should have appeared in Italian and German simultaneously, and that whilst in Italy 
it served only to amuse sceptics, in Germany it greatly a>sisted in producing the 
Reformation, by means of its pictures of the corrupt lives of Churchmen. The 
excessive rarity of all the German editions was probably caused by the work being 
prohibited and destroyed by the priests, who dreaded the effect produced by its reading 
by the laity.

There can be no 
doubt, I think, of the accuracy of this conclusion.** When Dibdin wrote in this 
manner of a sadly imperfect copy, what would he have said of the perfect and mag¬ 
nificent copy which is offered above ? Three copies beyond those known to him 
turned up after the words of the preceding quotation were written; but not all per¬ 
fect. Consequently it is easy to understand why Mr. Perkins was obliged to pay 
£231. for a complete copy, in De Home’s binding.

The Bodleian library possesses only an imperfect copy of this edition, and there 
is none at all in the Grenville Library. Harrisse (Bibl Americana ) had not seen 
one, describing it only from the catalogue of a private collection. The maps are 
the same os those in the edition of 1522. The last sheet is the famous map signed by 
L. F. (Laurentius Frisius) dated 1522, and entitled “ORBiSTYrcs univbisalis,” 
which bears the name <k America.” This map is not a new one, but simply arepm* 
duction of one in the Ptolemy of 1513, with tbe name America added. The discovery 
of Columbus is described on the sheet numbered 28, and the two inner pages of that 
sheet contain a Map of America, or rather of .the Western Ocean and Term Nom. 
with the Islands. Again, the second last map, which represents Oronlandia et 
Russia , is really a map of the Eastern Hemisphere, but also contains portions of the 
American coasts. As tbe collation is always incorrectly given, an exact description 
is appended. Folios 1-28, numbered, including title; annotations of Regiomontanus, 
14 leaves, unnumbered; Index Ptolemaei, 34 leaves, unnumbered: followed by the 
Maps. They consist of sheets numbered 1-26 ; general Ptolemc&n map; sheets 
28-50 (with two Nos. 36 by mistakes for 35 and 36 ; 46 and 47 on sheet; and 50 
unnumbered.)

The 
above Bible and a Psalter, which appeared about the same time, seem to be the only 
works printed by him which have come down to us. In Metzger’s work on the early 
productions of the Augsburg press, his name only is mentioned, but none of his 
publications described as existing in the Royal Library there. The Bible is described 
by Panzer, p. 2 of the Zusatze zu den Annalen, and by Ebert. 

The present copy is one of unusual interest, as it contains a number of memo¬ 
randa on the fly-leaves at the end, dated from 1477 to 1525, and recording Ttrions 
events of the time. Among them are the following—“Item, in disem Jar (1477) 
ward Ilerczog Karly erscblagen. Item, in disem Jar nam unsere Heren Kaysere eon 
Max y my anus des sogemelten Herczogs thochter zu der k.” The name ofBarenspnig 
(in Wiirtemberg) is mentioned as the scene of a disaster : probably the Tolume wai 
owned by some monastery in that vicinity.

Yet the letter-press of Panzer’s edition 
ended on the 23rd line of the second column of the last page, just as in the present 
one, and as in that described by Brunet—a concordance of arrangement which does 
not exist between any other of the undated editions. The book consisted no doubt 
originally of 372 leaves, the first and last being blank, but the removal of these in 
binding would make it 370. The pages are double-columned and the number of 
lines is 67 on every page except the last, which in the present copy is the reverse of 
fol.

The great popularity and merit of this book, by the Bishop of Zamora, (whose 
complete name was Rodrignes Sanchez of Arevalo, and who died in 1470), may be 
imagined from the fact, that about forty different editions were printed before the 
close of the fifteenth ceutnry. It is not a merely pious effusion as might be sup¬ 
posed, but a set of interesting and well-balanced treatises on the defects and advan¬ 
tages of every condition in life. As an instance, he commences his chapter on the 
theatrical life, by saying judiciously, that “hoec vero vitae formula toleranda est si 
ludis homines ad enm finem utuntur quibus instituti sunt,” (sic.

The present volume would exactly correspond with the 
edition described by Brunet (Heurcs Gothiques, No. 175) but for the following va¬ 
riations : the first year of the Calendar is, correctly, 1497 (not, as he says, incor¬ 
rectly, 1487); Kerver’s mark appears only on page 1, not as Brunet asserts, on the 
last page also, although his name appears in both places. Two other trifling dis¬ 
crepancies need not be noted.—Brunet mentions two copies, one on paper, which sold 
at Solar’s sale for 475 francs, and the other on vellum, in M. Didot's library.

“injuria aut jactantia purabut, of course, Servetus was not the author of the 
passage, having merely copied it from the editions of 1522 and 1525. Indeed the 
labours of Servetus were not very heavy; he did but reprint those editions, with a 
few additions, a few omissions, and a total substitution of text in the descriptions of 
France, Spain, Germany, and Italy. Here, Servetus expresses freely his own 
opinions and prejudices, which differ extremely from those of his predecessor. With 
regard to Germany, he qnotes “ producit Hungaria boves, Bavaria sues, Franconia 
cepas rapas et glycerhisiam, Suevia mcretrices, Boemia hereticos, Bavaria iterum 
fures, Helvetia carnifices bubsequas, Westfalia fallaces, tota denique Germania ac 
totns septemtrio gulones et potatores.” One of the most important features in these 
copies is that they have the complete series of Maps, including the final one, on which 
appears part of the New World, w ith the name of “ America.” To the identical 
account of Columbus which appeared in the editions of 1522 and 1525, Servetus hai 
appended a few remarkable words concerning the absurdity of putting the claims of 
Americus in precedence to those of the real discoverer.

The first piece in this volume consists of letters from various parts of the 
world, recounting the travails of the missionary Friars Minors. Two of these letters 
are from Mexico “ from our convent Thalmanaco, near the great city Mexico,” and 
give eulogistic accounts of the Indians and the wonderful purity of their women as 
apparent m the confessions of the converts. It also gives the names of the first 
European students of the native languages, including Peter de Gante, a layman, who 
used the Indian tongue with singular eloquence.

There ore perhaps but two other copies known, which are 
in the Bodleian and in the Maskcll collection in the British Museum. Even of this 
there is a doubt as the names of other printers are associated with Olivier in those 
volumes, while it stands alone in the present article. The York Missal was appa¬ 
rently printed only four times;—by Olivier at Rouen in 1516 in folio, by him again 
in 1517 in 4to. as above (this being also issued in conjunction with other printers, 
the colophon varying, and sometimes dated, sometimes undated, in different copies), 
by Gachet in 1530, in 4to., and by Regnault at PariB in 1533, also in 4to. A copy 
of the edition of 1516 fetched £390. at the Saville sale in 1860. The rarity of the 
York Missal is well known ; for whilst of its four or five editions there exist but 
about ten or a dozen copies in all, there are at least sixty editions of the Samm 
Missal in existence, and of many of them several copies are accessible. 

The above liturgical treasure was bought by me at Sotheby’s as a different 
article from what it really is. The former owner, and the auctioneer’s cataloguer, 
had most extraordinarily failed to find the colophon and described it as missing, 
while they attributed the volume to the Paris edition by Regnault (of 1533 not V523, 
as they erroneously made it), which was the last of the editions of the York Missal. 
Now, it is in fact the second, and printed at Ronen, probably one year after the first 
edition in folio, as is above remarked, and as might have been seen by any careful 
observer of the book.

This work is an early Mariner’s Guide-book, and contains at least a mention 
of the New World, which has not been discovered by the bibliographers. On the 
reverse of T i, the author refers to the wanderings of sailors, u es terres nenfves,a 
isles trouvees, cs isles de madere, es isles novantes.” His superstitions, his rude 
spelling and language, his description of the English coasts (including the isledouhie, 
in which the Isle of Wight is sadly disguised,) make the volume an interesting one 
for the English collector. This edition is mentioned by Brunet as having fetched 
£16. at one of Libri's sales. The work is full of curious maritime information, and 
was composed at St. Gilles in 1483-84, but was not published till the year 1525,as 
will appear by the preface to the Calendar (T i reverse) “ Et ya de temps depuys quil 
nasquit jusques a cette annee Mil cinq ccntz xxv.” The first example in the Gdaidar 
refers to the year 1521, through which Brunet has fallen into error, with regard to 
the age of the undated edition, which he places before the above one. The citahoa 
fromDu Verdier of a Poitiers edition of 1520, is probably no less incorrect as to 
date, and we must look upon the Rouen edition of 1525 as’the Princeps, until there 
is satisfactory evidence of an earlier.

The scientific merit of the volume need scarcely be alluded to, in spite of Mr. 
Blades* curious statement that it shews “ a much better acquaintance with the cos¬ 
mogony of the world than any previous composition.** The philosophers of our time 
may be tempted by the word I have italicized to study a hook of so much value; a 
correct knowledge of the cosmogony would be cheaply bought even at a price far 
higher than is fixed above. 

The woodcuts are very remarkable, as the first existing specimens of English 
Engraving; and they do credit to the artist, who, according to competent authorities, 
was a native islander, not an imported Fleming. The woodcuts which illustrate the 
chapters on Geometry and Music are bold and spirited examples. In that which 
represents Arithmetic (Ars metrics) the tablets lying on the table before the seated 
teacher are marked with Arabic numerals.

They are to be found in Smith’s less noted books: his 
Description of Virginia, printed in 1612, and his Description of New England, printed 
in 1616. The maps were simply reproduced in the large work of 1624. The name 
New' England appears for the first time in the above work ; Smith used it by the 
authority of Prince Charles who had so baptized the territory delineated in the Ad¬ 
venturer’s map presented to him before being engraved. 

The keen wit, wide practical knowledge, and the administrative vigour and 
ability which distinguished Smith, are amply illustrated in the pages of his descrip¬ 
tion of New England. There are few who would not read the account of his patience 
and indomitable mastery over difficulties with interest and sympathy. Indeed he 
has matter for all readers:—how would not Isaac Walton hove rejoiced in the foL 
lowdng sentence: “What sport doth yeeld a more pleasing content, and less hurt or 
charge then angling with a hooke, and crossing the sweefce ayre from ile to ile, over 
the silent streams of a calme sea ?” (p. 39)!

There is no other such MS. of Lydgate’s Troy in existence, nor per¬ 
haps of any similar English work, whether in the great national collec¬ 
tion at the British Museum, or in any private library. It is perfect and 
splendid throughout, a circumstance that is really astonishing when 
we compare it with other illuminated works of the same date. The 
royal magnificence of its decorations, and an instance in which the 
author’s hand seems to have effected an alteration in the language and 
the rhyme, might almost justify the belief that this MS. is the verit¬ 
able presentation copy to Henry V. (There is a coat of arms at the 
end of which I can offer no explanation.) It afterwards came into the 
possession of “ Hugh Morgan of Monmouth in the marches of 
Walys,” who inscribed his name on the fly-leaf, perhaps about the 
end of Edward IV.’s reign; and still later into the hands of the 
Mundy family. The memoranda made by various members of this 
family, extend from 1532 to 1615. 
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Lydgate’s Siege of Troy has only been printed twice—in 1513 

and 1555 (an abridged paraphrase issued in 1614 hardly needs to be 

taken into account), and both of these editions, which are moreover 

defective and incorrect, have become excessively rare. The above 

MS. is therefore nearly equivalent to an unpublished work by an early 

English poet, the disciple of Chaucer. How well he worshipped bis 

great exemplar appears in words in divers parts of the volume ; and 

it may be interesting to quote here some lines of his eulogy upon 

Chaucer, which will probably be new to most people. 

u . . . it me semeth that it is do node 
Sith my maister Chauncer herufome 
In this mater hath so wel hym bom 
In his boke of Troylus 8c Criseide 
Whiche he made longe or he deide 


The hool stori Chauncer can telle.

The work is a free rendering of Guido de Columna’s romance of 

Troy, not at all so exactly rendered as Lydgate pretends, and full of 

his own reflections and digressions. He completed his labour in the 

year 1420, dedicating it to “ the noble worthi king Herry the Fifthe.” 

“that to me yave in commaundement 
Not yore ago in his fadirs time 
The sege of Troye in man’e to ryme.” 

The instance alluded to at the beginning of this note, of an 

alteration effected by the author’s own hand is the following. At the 

end of the long passage upon Chaucer which forms the first quotation 

above, there were two lines which ran originally as follows:

Lydgate finding that he had forgotten u Within his boke” which 

ought to have stood at the beginning of the second line, thus making 

it too short, inserted the missing words, for the sake of avoiding an 

ugly encroachment on the margin, at the end of the first tine . Then, 

or later, it seems as if he preferred to take the inserted words as part 

of the first line ; and consequently had to add something to the second 

line so as to keep the rhyme. This later insertion is in lighter ink ; 

and the two lines now run as follows (he having forgotten to cut

The Drawings are very curious. There seem to have been three or four more 
originally, beyond the sixteen which remain, as in some cases after the endings of 
chapters* blanks are found, and some lines of the text are missing from the succeeding 
pages. The scarcity of German manuscripts of this work has been remarked by 
various writers, and must be attributed to its popularity, (and consequent liability to 
destruction), about the middle of the fifteenth century.

An extraordinary religious Romance, composed towards the end of the fourteenth 
century, in Latin, and translated afterwards into most of the European languages. 
The above interesting MSS. seem to be prototypes of the earliest printed German 
version, which appeared about 1462, previously to the publication of the first Larin 
edition. The work has been considered by some to be tbe grotesque creation of a 
coarse mind ; by some to spring from the blasphemous ideas of an impious one; and 
by others, to be the production of a far-seeing Reformer. However it be, the book 
was placed upon the Index Expurgatorius, although the author died in the enjoyment 
of his archiepiscopal functions. 

The plot of the story is, that Belial pleads before King Solomon in an action 
against Christ, (represented by Moses,) for having by improper and illegitimate 
means swindled Lucifer out of certain souls, his rightful property. Two advocates 
are sworn on the gospels to speak the truth “ gerechtlich und aun getirbut the 
champion of Heaven is inferior to bis opponent in argument and ability, and eTen in 
courtesy. 

A curious feature of tbe work is that it follows exactly the whole form of pro¬ 
cess in the Ecclesiastical Courts, from the first citation to the final Judgment on 
Appeal, and is at the same time the earliest known record of such proceedings. 

The drawings in the second MS., thirty-five in number, are of no common order; 
in design and execution they recall some of the best productions of the early German 
artists, and if they be the work of the scribe Anthonius Ruttel, which scarcely seems 
probable, his name deserves to be rescued from obscurity. It is amusing to note the 
exact similitude of the nobler personages to portly and substantial burghers of Southern 
Germany, both in costume and physical characteristics. Belial alone is not of hnman 
type; the artist has unkindly thrown an expression of degraded cunning into features 
that are not comely, while two horns rise from his brows in front of two donkey-ears, 
and he stands upon a pair of legs that might have adorned an ass’s hind-quarters.

“ It is needless to remark on the extreme rarity of manuscripts of the early 
French Poets.” The present copy has a special interest for French collectors, as it 
belonged to the noble house of Daillon (du Lude), and bears several interesting in¬ 
scriptions. The first page is marked “ Se lyure cst a Loyse de Daillon, qui le trouera 
sy le lay rande.” This lady, the grandmother of the famous Brantome, whose 
Memoirs speak of her, was married to Andr6 de Vivonne, the gouvemeur appointed 
by Francis I. for his eldest son. On a fly-leaf at the end there is a memorandum— 
“ Ellest du tout a vous etsera a jimais vre. melleure sear. Loyse de Savoisi.” Un¬ 
derneath—“ Je vos prie qne vos. croies qui nya fame an monde qui plus vos. ayme 
que faite Marie de Grassav.” On another page— 44 De vos seurs la pliks layelle— 
Hence de Daillon.” Further on a sort of letter addressed to 44 Mademoyselle du 
Lude.” Renee de Daillon was the eldest sister of Louise mentioned above ; and 
these memoranda were probably written about the year 1470.

This Chronicle, which is almost entirely in rhyme, with a little prose interspersed 
towards the end, was composed before and down to the year 1248, with which the 
narrative closes. The author belonged to a baronial family, and was 44 Dom-Herr ” 
of St. Stephen’s in Vienna. He died in a.d. 1250. On the second page there is a 
mention made of himself in the following words :

Various extracts from this Chronicle have appeared in different volumes upon 
early German poetry, and a complete edition was promised by Fans in 1793, but this 
project was never carried out. Potthast in his valuable bibliography of the sources 
of medieval history, mentions five MSS. of Enenkel’s work as known to exist; but 
this is a email number, and suffices to stamp the copy above described as a- great 
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rarity. As an old German text, there is a high value to be attached to this Chronicle, 
even though it he called a “ holzemes Reimwerk; ” and it is not the less interesting 
for the very fault attributed to it by Potthast—that it is a marvellous web of tales 
and fables. 

There is a fragment of thirty-four lines on the page succeeding the last page of 
the Chronicle. It is headed : “ Ily hebet an 8cntc Margreten Buch,’' and begins

“ Cc MS. a appartenu a Claude Durfe et vient de la Bibliotheque de 
PArchevesque de Sens ; ” it afterwards passed into the Galitzin-Golownin and 
Perkins libraries. The volume may date from about the year 1360, as plainly appear* 
from the character of the writing and the costume that is depicted in the miniatures. 
The language of the book differs considerably from that of later MSS. such as the 
fine one lately sold for nearly £700. at the Perkins sale, and offers a great number of 
various reading-*, which enhance the value of the present codex to a very high degree. 
Even a linguistic interest attaches to it. But it will be allowed that the curious 
miniatures form the most attractive features of the volume. They are in striking 
contrast to the uniform style, and the stereotyped designs that appear in most French 
MSS., even the very finest; there being something in them of a singular and un¬ 
usual type. The colouring, the disposition of the figures, the character of the designs, 
produce at once upon the eye an impression of strangeness and peculiarity of style 
which stamp the volume as in some measure unique.

This little Manuscript, wanting a couple of leaves as it does, stands in artistic 
value far above any other Book of Hours that 1 possess. It is less showy and brilliant, 
but superior in real merit to even the best articles that were sold in the recent Perkins 
sale. For grace of d« sign and natural truth, I might especially instance the pictnre 
in width the Virgin in bed is giving suck to the new-bom Christ ; that in which 
she presents the child at the altar ; und again the scene in which a mother, fallen 
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upon her knee, tries to save her bleeding infant from the soldier who clutches her by 
the arm and is about to strike a second time, while Herod is seen on the other side, 
in an energetic attitude, with outstretched hand, bidding the warrior to slay. 

The book itself has further interest as belonging to an unusual and local type 
of the Livres d’Heures. To begin at the beginning, every month of the Calendar has 
a curious rhyming couplet at foot, containing a kind of prophecy concerning certain 
days,—thus, at the end of April, it is said “ Denus et undenns est mortis vulnere ple- 
nus ; ” for June,—Denus palcscit, quindenus federa nescit; ” for September,— 
“Tertia Septembris et denus fert mala membris.*' Two entries in the Calendar 
“Sanctns Marcus deSuesionef on the 7 October,and “ Sanctos Germanus dePratis” 
on the 27 May, are not found in this form in any other Book of Hours, from which I 
would attribute the execution of the volume either to Paris, or more probably to 
Soissons. In the border of the miniature of the Annunciation there is a kneeling 
figure, with an escutcheon, which may be described as de gueules d la bande d’or;

Nothing in this miniature could be improved, either in colour, 
drawing, or disposition of the figures. Everything is harmonious, easy, and elegant.

The author, a contemporary of the more famous Walter Map, is mentioned as 
Hugh of Cliveland at the end of the Hippomedon (the Chyld Yporaydon of Waxtou 
and the old lmlladists), and as Hugh of Rotelande at the beginning of the Protesi- 
laus. The latter appears to be his proper designation. Both these Chansons de 
Geste, in which old Greek names are fitted to a mediaeval romance of chivalry, 
have a connection with the Graal legends. King Arthur being represented as reign¬ 
ing in France. They arc excessively rare, although they mnst have teen popular 
since an abridged English Version "of the Ipomvdon was printed by Wynken de 
Worde, and is quoted or embodied in various collections of early English Romances. 
There seems to be only one copy of the Hippomedon in English collections (in the 
Cottonian MSS.
